EARTH & ITS ATMOSPHERE 


MAN & HIS PROBLEMS 


Each year, the earth revolves 584,000,000 miles around the sun 
at the rate of 66,700 miles an hour, or 1,600,000 miles a day. At 
the same time the earth rotates on its axis at more than 100 miles 
an hour. The earth’s revolution around the sun establishes our year. 
The earth’s rotation on its axis establishes our day. The 232? incli- 
nation of the earth’s axis and its journey around the sun causes the 
change of seasons and varying length of night and day. The earth 
requires 365 days, 5 hours, 48 minutes, 46 seconds to complete one 
revolution around the sun, and 23 hours and 56 minutes to complete 
one rotation on its axis. 


Each year, from the beginning of time, man has been beset with 
problems. Some he has been able to solve himself. With others he 
has needed help. Then too, there were some he failed to solve because 
from earliest times and even today, that help essential for their solu- 
tion was not at hand. He was, in this instance, like a satellite thrust 
into emotional space by his own motivation to solve his problem, but 
was without that tremendous drive necessary to reach his objective 
in one push. He needed out there in emotional space for success, a 
space station on which to rest, review, analyze, search and ascertain 
what were the problems he must squarely face. 


Today, with the help of the space platform of Family Services, he 
can review his entire situation. He can now receive that assistance 
most important in guiding him back to earth's gravitational pull of 
recognition and solution of his problems, because of his ability to use 
the space platform of Family Service Bureau operated by competent 
Human Scientists — Social Workers.

In this category Family Service Bu- 
reau has been able to service 195 
families with 435 children during 
1958 whose marriages were almost 
destroyed by suspicions, fear, half- 
truths together with their own feel- 
ings of insecurity in relation to each 
other. After reaching our space plat- 
form many have gone onward after 
reviewing their situation and success- 
fully righted themselves. Others are 
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viewing before returning to a more 
profitable emotional life. 


Of the 195 families who have been 
seen by Family Service Bureau in 
1958 for help in this area, 103 have 
terminated with us and have gone on 
their way successful. 92 families are 
still with the Bureau in treatment 
and it is hoped that in the near fu- 
ture they, too, will find themselves 
ready to return to the tranquility of 
earth's surface, having solved their 
true problems and ready to go for- 
ward with their feet placed solidly 
again on the ground.

From this planet—this plateau of af- 
fection, love and beauty—came many 
disturbed people who because of love 


many married couples failed to under- 
stand it, others were just afraid of it, 
while still others were almost de- 
stroyed by it. However, in all cases 
they failed to recognize that in order 
to know this planet, love connotes re- 
spect for the individual and a recogni 
tion of the rights of others. 


Because of problems in this area 435 
families and individuals landed at our 
space station. As they objectively 
looked at their problems and ascer- 


pute exactly what they had to do in 
the füture if they were to gain success 
in this area. Some found that posses- 
sive love of a child, wife, mother, 
father, destroys. Others found too 
little love neglects and emotional up- 
heaval occurs. All had to take a good 
look at this with the help of our So- 
cial Workers and when they did they 
began to solve their problems. 


During the year 325 families and in- 
dividuals have finished treatment. 110 
are still being seen weekly. As each 
one of these people gained a true pic- 
ture of themselves they began to chart. 
their course to earth's gravitational 
pull to clarity and knowledge. They 
recognized that what one person 
thinks is good for another, may not be 
so unless both think the same way, 
and finally, in this area, to further rec- 
ognize it is a partnership dealing in 
understanding and the rights of others. 


MARS 


In mythology the God of War—141,- 
700,000 miles from the sun. Yet as far 
away as Mars is it seems that many 
marriages have already reached this 


true thoughts and feelings to each 
other. Until they sought insight into 
their problem they had been floating 
aimlessly into emotional space. 


During the past year 303 married 
couples sought help because their re- 
lationship with each other was at 
its lowest ebb. Everything they did 
seemed to eventually hurt their mar- 


tion of Family Service Bureau and 
made it. 


Of these couples 245 have already

JUPITER 


Largest of the planets—484,000,000 
miles from the sun—in mythology the 
‘Thunder God—its weapon the Thun- 
der Bolt, Many times during the past 
year clashes and thunderous warring 
between individuals have brought 
them to the brink of their own social, 
environmental and emotional destruc- 
tion. Parent-child, child-parent rela- 
tions have many times crashed thun- 
derously in misunderstanding in their 
relations with one another. In these 
situations the space platform of Fam- 
ily Services has provided a stop-over 
to recuperate from their experiences 
before traveling to within earth's gra- 
vitational pull to sensibility and un- 
derstanding, 


Family Service Bureau the 
has treated 275 familie: 

children who have had personal 
clashes with their children and in 


and research has found that children 
14 years and younger with emotional 
problems can only be treated through 
their parents. For the most part chil- 
dren in this age grouping are dis- 
turbed by environment. After helping 
parents to see their true problem in 
relation to their children much of the 
emotional upheaval in this age group- 
ing is decreased and eliminated. As 
the parent begins to see the problem, 
pressures begin to lessen and as the 
pressures are lessened, the child, who 
in so many cases is subjected to them, 
becomes less disturbed. 


During the past year 203 families 
with 385 children have terminated 
successfully and have at this time 
gone on their way. Prior to deciding 
to discontinue tremendous strides had 
been made by them in regenerating 
a strong relationship with themselves 
and their children. 172 families with 
288 children are still being seen for 
they still have some Somplicstions in 
understanding their true feelings as it 
siauss to Chenin thi lobe Reds 
ship. At this moment they are still 
outside earth's gravitational pull of 
full understanding and definite action 
on their part for the proper solution 
of their problems.

Of the 85 individuals 65 have com- 
pleted treatment with us and are now 
more satisfactorily adjusted to their 
problems. They are functioning excep- 
tionally well within their own sphere 
of activity. They have been able 
through our help to plot their course 
to earth's confines going through emo-

cases these problems affected nobody 
but themselves. However, its effect on 
them was like a cyclonic wave of tur- 
bulent emotions, so strong that if they 
had not come upon Family Service 
Bureau they could have been lost in 
the darkness of a vicious cross-current 
of despair. Because they did, many 
pierced the eye of their cyclone and 
found that calmness through insight 
they were so long seeking but never 
found. 


URANUS 


The second most remote planet — 
1,787,000,000 miles from the sun. As 
remote as it is, symbolically it repre- 
‘sents the shadow of In-laws which in 


others tolerate them, and still others 
ignore them. In all these cases mar- 
ried children involved have adjust- 
ments to make in relation to their 
partner's parents, but before a satis- 
factory and tolerable adjustment oc- 
Curs, tremendous insight must be 
gained by those involved if this prob- 
lem is to be solved to the satisfaction 
of all. 


To our space platform of services 
came 103 families complaining about 
their In-laws. However, this surface 
problem was not indicative in many 
cases of their true feelings. Explora- 
tion discovered many other problems 
that had been buried for years were 
responsible for their present animos- 
ity. In searching a reason for their 
emotional upheaval, reflection uncov 
ered many things that were partially 
or totally responsible for their a. 
reaction to what they called— 

tenable situation. Many times it was 
their own failure to recognize each 
other's part in the total fulfillment of 
their spouse's personality. To.destroy 
one part of it was to cripple the total 


whole. To make adjustments to pre- 
serve this was to save the image and 
the true picture. 


78 families have recognized the part 
that they played in each other's un- 
happy episode that threatened to 
shatter them as they emotionally re- 
volved aimlessly, directionlessly in the 
orbit of their own resentment, never 
recognizing that serious reflection 
could have helped them to make the 
necessary adjustment in their move 
toward earth's pull to better under- 
standing of their own emotions. Once 

'y began using the competent help 
of our Human Scientists—Social 
Workers—their re-entry into earth’s 
atmosphere of understanding was 
assured. 25 families are still reviewing 
their problems and are computing 
what is necessary for re-entry into a 
successful relationship that will solid- 
ify and not destroy that which is good. 


In mythology the God of the Sea— 
2,797,000,000 miles from the sun. 
Many clients came to us confused and 


down and which they thought a re- 
flection on their family’s stability. 
Others because a catastrophe had en- 
tered their lives in the form of a social 
behavior on the part of someone close 
to them, Still others because a situa- 
tion had occurred within their family 
that was anathema to the society 
in which they lived. However, in all 
cases their confusion was a result of 
their own lack of clear understanding 
in recognizing that problems must be 
faced and solved. They were so con- 
fused and upset that they were in an 
orbit of despair with no destination, 
and lost, until they came to Family 
Service Bureau for help. 


In this category 95 families and indi- 
viduals were helped to see their prob- 
lems. Some, through counseling have 
reached the shores of understanding. 
Others are on their way in, but still 
there are others who haven't begun to 
make the turn for the successful jour- 
ney home. However, there is every 
reason to believe that they will. 


76 families and individuals have com- 
pleted the study of their problems 
with the help of Family Service Bu- 
rewu and have negotiated their en- 
trance into a sphere of thoughtful 
perception Of what course of'actiou i 
necessary to safely travel toward a 
more objective life in relation to their 
personal problems. As they see it 
more clearly they have become more 
realistic and mature,

Many of the families and individuals 
who used our services in the past year 
troubles began with complacency, that 
ended up with much more serious 
problems which finally propelled them 
to seek our space platform of services. 
As they righted themselves they had 
to retrace their steps to the point 
where complacency set in, to ascer- 
tain how violently it reacted on them. 
Many were surprised that their pres- 
ent problem came from this small 
beginning.
